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Nov. 23, 19L2.— The Fifteenth 
Annual Report of the Board of 
Managers, Treasurer and Superin- 
tendent of the Ohio Home for the 
Aged and In firm Deaf has been 
printed in The Ohio Chornicle. 

The mangers, in their report say, 
they have much cause for congratu- 
lation as the result of what has been 
accomplished at (be Home the year 
past, particular so for the response 
that come in aid of increased accom- 
modations needed, and the members 
of the Alumni Association and 
others, who came forward with finan- 
cial help. Besides the addition 
to the main building a more ample 
water supply by the building of a 
700 barrel cistern, and the putting 
down of a septic sewage disposal 
plant. 

The financial condition is in good 
shape despite the heavy outlay for 
the new building, the increased cost 
of living, providing a better water 
supply and sewage disposal. 
There is no debt to pay, though it 
will be necessary to practice econo- 
my the present year as a conse- 
quence of the above expenditures. 

One death occurred during the 
year, Mrs. Sarah McGowan, March 
21st last, at the age of 81 years. 
Deep regret is also expressed at the 
loss of Gen. George W. Z'elger, a 
member of the Board, who during 
his connection therewith was most 
zealous in the growth and welfare 
of the Home.

The Superintendent in his icport 
states that excellent health was 
enjoyed by the " residents" through- 
out, the year and only three times 
was it necessary to call in a phsi- 
oian. 'I here weie two admissions. 

A new surrey, a hay tedder, a 
sprayer for spraying fruit trees as 
required by law, and a shovel plow 
for working potatoes, were added 
the past year, to the farm tools, 
while the Columbus Ladies' Aid So 
ciety purchased for the Superin- 
tendent's sitting room a new Ax- 
minster rug, a washing machine for 
the laundry and a lard press. Two 
new furnaces were also placed 
under the main building at a cost 
of 1245, last fall, 88 rods of wire 
fence with cement posts were built 
besides laying and repairing rail 
fence. Mr. and Mrs. Adelhert 
Cheney weie employed last spring, 
the former to assist with the farm 
work and the latter to look after the 
kitchen work— both giving excellent 
service. In his report Mr. Chap- 
man thanks the following persons 
and societies for their donations :

Society ; the Columbus Ladies' Aid 
Society ; the Clionian Society ; the 
Cleveland Ladies' Aid Society ; a 
hearing society of Cleveland, who 
tli rough the kindness of Mrs. Bates, 
remembered all tire residents at 
Christmas time ; the societies 
throughout the State who contribut- 
ed and made it possible to secure a 
vacuum cleaner, which has proved 
to be a great labor saver ; also 
those who have held religious 
services at the Home. Thirty 
services have been held during the 
past year. 

The stock on the farm now con- 
sists of 5 hoises, I two year old colt, 
I calf, 3 sows, 10 shoals, 13 spring 
pigs, 60 old hens, 75 young chic- 
kens, and twenty turkeys. From 
the farm and garden were secured 
30 tons of hay, 1000 bushels of 
corn, 9 acres of wheat yielded 136 
bushels of which 114 bushels were 
sold at $1.10 her bushel, three acres 
planted in potatoes did well, 800 
quarts of strawberries of black and 
red raspberries and blackberries. 
The garden the past summer pro- 
duced all vegetables needed for 
use. 

The cash receipts at the Home 
for the past year amounted to $538.- 
47. In closing his report the 
Superintendent thanks all who con- 
tributed to the Building Fund, and 
made the building possible, also the 
Board of Managers and officers for 
the many kindnesses shown him and 

the matron, and neighbors and 
friends for their many consider- 
ations. 

Mr. A. II. Schory of the Building 
Committee gives the following de- 
scription of the new building. 

Tin* addition — a two story brick 
building, to by 85 feel — is located 
on che spot where the coal shed used 

to be. The first story has two 
large rooms and a pantry — the 
dining room being 20 x 40, large 
enough to accommodate about 
persons at table oomlortably, and 
t ho kitchen, 15 x 10, including a 
pantry at the north end, IS x 8 feel 
in size. 

In the basement there are three 
compartments, one of which is a 

8 reproof finance room. The other 
two are for fuel and vegetable 
storage. The foundations is of 
solid concrete, and the Boor is 
cemented. In the second story are 
seven bedrooms, affording accom- 
modations for fourteen residents. 

The two back looms in the main 
building have been converted into 
bath rooms With three tubs and 
three water closets. 

A pressure tank of 375 gallons 
capacity and a pumping engine are 
to be installed in the basement, to 
supply waier for the bath rooms, 
and a 700 barrel cistern has been 
built about twenty feet west of the 
addition, and a septic eewer dis- 
posal plant is now being installed

Ilio Voice <*t the Deaf. 

" As a deaf person is above all 
thiugs sensitive and afraid to draw 
attention either to himself or his fail- 
ing, he gets into the habit of modu- 
lating his voice, and unconsciously 
adopts a too subdued tone in speak- 
ing. This is a danger against which 
many deaf persons are not suffi- 
cient 1> T alert, and if h il^nf p arson is 
not watchful he may practically lose 
»*in voice as well as his hearing. 
Even with the help of the best medi- 
cal treatment he may not be able to 
retain the latter, but he ought at 
least to I e able to preserve the for- 
mer. To this end, he should avoid 
the enticing habit of speaking in his 
throat, and should be at pains not 
only to articulate clearly, but to 
open his mouth and enunciate his 
words distinctly and even emphati- 
cally. He should not be afraid of 
speaking out. 

41 As a useful exercise for the deaf 
in this respect, reading aloud so as 
to be heard distinctly in a huge 
room bv people of normal hearing is 
recommended. The advice is worth 
noting by those who have to deal 
with deaf people either as friends or 
as medical advisers, for it must be 
a matter of common observation 
that it is as difficult to understand 
some deaf people as it Is to make 
them hear. The fact is that all 
human beings tend to attune their 
BS by the amount of sound in 
their vicinity, and In the absence of 
any external sound gauge the desir- 
able pitch by the sound of their own 
foioes. In the case of deaf people 
all external vibration produce more 
or less muflled sounds, while since 
those of their own voices reach their 
hearing organ practically unimpair- 
ed they cause relatively great in 

44 The result is that the deaf man 
is handicapped in gauging the tone 
of his voice, ami tends to think that 
he is speaking much more loudly 
than is really the case. Hence he 
often gives his friends and others 
who have to converse with him an 
unnecessary amount of trouble by 
making it difficult to hear. Similar- 
ly, the deaf man sometimes puts 
himself at an unnecessary dis 
advantage by commencing a con 
versation with a stranger in what is 
really a very low tone, and thus in- 
ducing his auditor to drop his voice 
likewise." — Literary Digest

Waik Twain's Tribute 10 43 rant 

In Harper's for August Albert 
Bigelow Paine tells of Mark Twain's 
now forgotten speech at the great 
dinner in Chicago in 1871. He had 
been asked to respond to "The La- 
dies/' but changed his toast to 
44 The Babies." 

"Mark Twain declared afteiward 
that he listened to four speeches 
that night he would remember as 
long as he lived. Ooe of them was 
by Emory Storrs, another by Gen- 
eral Vilas, another by Logan, and 
the last aud greatest by Robert In- 
gersoll, whose eloquence swept the 
house like a flame. 

"Clemens* own speech cornel 
He had been placed at the end to 
hold the house. He was preceded 
by a dull speaker, and his heart sank 
for it was two o'clock and the diners 
were weary and sleepy and the 
dreary speech had made them un- 
responsive. They gave him a round 
of applause when he stepped upon 
the table in front of him— a tribute 
to his name. Then he began the 
opening words of that memorable, 
delightful fancy. 

"We haven't all had the good 
fortune to be ladies; we haven't 
been generals, or poets, or states- 
men; but when the toast works 
down to the babies— W I on 

common ground — . 

The tired audience had listened 
in respectful silence through the 
first half of the sentence. \\^ made 
one of his effective pauses on the 
word "babies," uml when he added, 
in that slow, rich measure of his, 
we stand on common ground, they 
jet go a storm of applause. There 
was no weariness and inattention 
after that. At. the end of each sen- 
tence he had to stop to let the tornado 
roar itself out and sweep by. When 
he reached the begiuuing of the 
find paragraph, among the three or 
four million cradles now rocking iu 
the land are some which this nation 
would preserve for ages as sacred 
things if we could know which ones 
they are, the vast audience waited 
breathless for his conclusion. Step 
by step the led toward some unseen 
climax — some surprise, of course, 
for that would be his way. Then 
steadily, and almost without em- 
phasis, lie delivered the opening of 
his final sentence. And now In his 
cradle, somewhere undei the flag, 
the future illustrious Commander 
in-chief of the American armies is 
so little burdened with his approach 
lug grandeurs and responsibilities 
as to be giving his whole strategic 
mind at this moment to trying to 
find out some way to get his own big 
toe into his mouth, an achievement 
which (meaning no disrespect) the 
illustrious guest of this evening alao 
turned his attention to some fifty- 
six years ago. 

I e paused, and the vast crowd 
had a chill of fear. After all, he 
seemed likely to overdo it — to spoil 
everything with a cheap joke at the 
end.

THE PANAMA CANAL,. 

Public lecture, No. 8, "The Pa- 
nama Canal," what it will be, why 
and how the United States is build- 
ing it ; why the French failed to 
build it. How a colony of 10,000 
Americans is kept healthy and con 
tented in the tropics, was delivered 
by Mr Farnham Bishop, on Thurs- 
day evening, November 21st. 

After being Introduced to the au- 
dience the lecturer immediately 
plunged into his discourse. He be 
gan by speaking of Columbus ami 
vaSOO Muucks de Balboa, governor 
of a Spanish province in Darien, 

who first discovered the Pacific 
Ocean. 

Before the days of the railroad 
the canal was the most important 
factor in both domestic and foreign 
trade relations. 

The project of creating a water- 
way between the Atlantic and Paci- 
>ceans, so as to make the voy- 
age around South America shorter 
is to be carried out by the United 
States government, 

The United States had a scheme of 
mr kings canal across the Isthmus 
which joins North and South Amer- 
ica, but it was soon learned that an 
old treaty with Great Britain Stood 
in the way. After considerable 
argumentation, a new treaty allow- 
ing the United States to assume con- 
trol of such a canal was framed and 
ratified. 

For a long lime it was a question 

whether the canal should be cut 
across the Isthmus of Panama or 
farther north through Nicarauga. 
In the summer of 1902 Congress 
authorized the President of the 
United States to purchase the 
whole of the Panama Canal which 
a French (Join puny had begun. 
Roosevelt, who was then President, 
placed his approving signature 
upon the bill which assures the 
construction of an American ('anal. 
Later it waslearned that Colombo 
ised to make a treaty giving the 
United States oontrol of such a 
canal. Thereupon the province of 
Panama seceded and permission 

was granted to United States. The 

rights of the French Company were 
bought $400,000,000 and the Canal 
was begun. 

The lecturer spoke about I 
lesseps in 1880 and 1890, and how 
ompany expended 

♦250,000,000 when they met failure 
Si gave his reasons why such a 
canal will be needed to the mari- 
time commercial powers of the 
world.

THE GAUAUDKT MONUMENT REPAIR 
FUND. 

Dr. Hotchkiss in the Buff and 
Blue writes :

1st— T. H. Gallaudet is the Fa- 
ther of the Instruction of the Deaf on 
this continent. 

2nd. — He is the Father of the 
Idea of a College for the Deaf. 

3d, — He is the Father of his sons, 
Thomas and Edward, and through 
them of all the good they have done. 
Therefore every one of us should 
contribute, even if we have to go 
without a coat to do it. It is better 
that we should bare our backs than 
that the memory of our beloved Fa- 
ther and Friend should go bare. 
Here's $5.00 ; how much will you 
give? 

According to reports received pre- 
parations for Gallaudet Day are 
being made in different sections of 
the country. 

The deaf of Portland, Oregon, 
will have a banquet December 7th, 
at one of the leading hotels. 

The Atlanta deaf will have a read- 
ing by Mr. Freeman, Christmas. It 
was intended to have it December 
loth, but as the prospects for a large 
attendance during the Christmas 
holidays is better, it has been post- 
poned until then. 

This is all right. We want the 
deaf in each locality to get together 
and every one to contribute once, 
and only once. It is not necessary 
that the date be December loth. A 
little earlier or later will do just as 
well. 

The Frats generally will observe 
Gallaudet Day, and no doubt a large 
share of contributions will come 
through them. A record of con- 
tributions through the Frat Divi- 
sions will be kept, and the National 
Fraternal Society of the Deaf given 
credit for contributions made 
through its Divisions.

Where there are no clubs, con- 
tributions from individual deaf will 
be welcome, and should be sent to 
a collector in that State in order to 
be credited to the State. But con- 
tributions from individuals may be 
sent direct to the treasurer, Dr. J. 
B. Hotchkiss, Gallaudet College, 
Washington, D. C., and will be 
credited to the State from which 
received. 

Says Dr. Hotchkiss: 4, Here is 
$5,00: How much will you give?*' 
That is a pertinent question. The 
collection will not only be a testi- 
mony to Gallaudet, but, if the deaf 
respond generally, it will be a testi- 
mony to what has been accomplished 
for the deaf through the work of 
Gallaudet. It is hoped that most of 
the contributions will be a dollar, 
and that many will give $5, $10, 
but amounts less than a dollar 
will be equally acceptable, and even 
more.
